Fire Inspection 
Shows State 
Hospital Hazards 


SPRINGFIELD (IP—Monthly fire 
inspection reports at state welfare 
hospitals disclose numerous haz­ 
ards which should be corrected, a 
department official reported to­ 
day. 
But with limited funds for ad­ 
ministration of 16 hospitals plus 
various schools and service cen­ 
ters, “we have to evaluate their 
seriousness” and do what we can 
to keep tho situation under con­ 
trol,” he said. The official declined 
to permit use of his name. 
February fire inspection reports 
indicated five ward buildings with 
fire escapes in poor repair at Chi­ 
cago State Hospital. 
The report 
indicated additional fire exits were 
needed in a number of buildings, 
and suggested replacement of 2 1-2 
inch fire mains with larger ones. 
Reports from most of the state 
hospitals indicated hazards in need 
of correction. At Galesburg State 
Research Hospital the fire truck 
was in need of repairs, and sprink­ 
ler systems were not in operation 
in some buildings. 
At Elgin State Hospital the re­ 
ports indicated that fire alarms in 
some buildings were not yet in 
operation. At Manteno State Hos­ 
pital the reports said water pres­ 
sure would not be sufficient in the 
event of four simultaneous alarms. 
Fire inspections are made month­ 
ly. Each hospital is equipped with 
fire equipment, a small full time 
fire crew, plus volunteer firemen 
from other hospital employes.

BERLIN (IF — West Germany’s 
senate, meeting here for Hie first 
time 
in history, 
voted final ap­ 
proval today of two key bills clear­ 
ing the way for West German re­ 
armament. 
The Bundesrat unammously ap­ 
proved 14 constitutional amend­ 
ments necessary for rearmament. 
In a second vote, the upper house 
accepted a committee recommen­ 
dation against changes

bill,”

making it law. 
The two votes gave Chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer full 
legal au­
